“It’s preposterous," said Charlie 
Wilson, Robert Tilton’s attorney. “She 
has* created a new, church — with a 
coterie offollowers. Tlie theory is, 'Wei 
can grab a^cts of the old church and' 
put them in control of the new 
church.'” , 

T he new church, li>iph Tiltnri .s aid, is 
a subsidiary of Bethel Fellowship of 
Dallas, whidi was formed earlier this 


year. The pastor of Bethel is Tilton’s 
brother, Robert Middleton, and some 
of the members arc former members of 
the original Word of. Faith. It's undcar 
whether the new church has a building. 

TQlon said she was the pastor of the 
new Church, chartered last week, 
although she woidd not take a salary. 

She said she had deeded the S1.6 mil- . 
lion former porsonage of the original 
church — where she lives — to the new 
church, along with some other assets of 
the original ^urch. She did not spedfy

Medicare reform has its backers, 
but idea is on hold at Statehouse

BUHL - Howard Hopkins doesn’t 
want, to use any public assistance.

Hopkins echoes what the council 
hopes tlio reform trill accomplislu keep-.

RENO, Nev. (.AP) — ‘Some 
casinos removed sandbags 
from doorways and scores of 
residents shoveled mud from 
homes Friday following the 
city’s worst flooding in more 
than 40 years. ' 

Reno/Tahoc International 
Airport, forced to close 
Thursday by raging floodwa-- 
ters, reopened Friday after- 
noon, allowing some of the 
thousands toL'stranded.founstsJ. 
to begin returning home. At 
least three casinos remained 
closed for another day. 

Fred Altmann of Reno cut 
short a ski vacation to Sun 
- Valley; Idaho; to retum-to his— 
flood-damaged house across 
the street from the Truckee 
River, which reached record 
flows Thursday but subsided 
by Friday. 

“The dam.i£<> was a lot worse 
than I thought it would be,” he 
said. ”xhc amounT*6rtnud*ls~ 
incredible. It has to be a cou- 
ple of feet deep in places. We 
ended up with 8 1/2 feet of 
water.in the basement and 3 
feet on the main floor. We 
have our work cut out for us 
the next couple of weeks." 

Down the street, water 
pumps and shovels also 
were busy at the home of 


Vikki Corrigan,, . 

“The worst of it is I’m going 
to lose a lot of antique furni- 
ture. You can’t replace it,” she 
said. “The house was in the 
middle of the Truckee (during 
the flood). It tvas like on island 
with water 4 to 5 feet deep, 
around it.” 

Bob Miller several 
hundred homes were flooded. 

The Reno airport closed 
rafter.a.man-raade lake at ihe_ 
nearby Reno Hilton over- 
flowed," sending torrents of 
water onto the airport's run- 
ways and creating a huge 
lake.

Co nstruct ion spending rises in November Postal rates 


Single-farhily housing 
oudays kept in check 


WASHINGTON — Builders 
increased spending on construction 
projects in< November at the fastest 
pace since last March, although they 
held single-family housing outlays in 
chixk for a third straight month. 

However, there have been sighs 
recently that spending on sin^c-^mily 
homes might be "increasing. 'For 
instance, housing starts rebounded in 
November after two consecutive 
monthly declines. And new home sales 
shot up 14.2 pereem, which analysts 
contend will further spur housing con- 
struction. 

The Commerce Department reported 


Friday that overall spending on resi- 
dential, nonrcsidcntial and govern- 
ment projects shot up 1.9 percent in 
November to $592 billion. It was the 
third straight increase and the biggest 
since a 23 percent gain in March. 

Analysts had expected little change, 
contending recent sharp increases in 
nonrcsidcntial and public outlays 
’ could not be sustained. Big gains in 
those areas in October had led overall 
spending to its third consecutive 
advance. 

Some analysts said the continued 
V strength in construction will boost ect^ 
nomic growth' during the'nhal'three ' 
months of 1996. 

Growth in the GDP, the total output 
of goods and services within (he United 
. States, slowed to 2.1 percent in the 
July-Scptcmbcr quarter from 4.7 per* 
cent three months earlier. 

Despite analysts’ predicdoqs, govern- 


ment outlays jumped 23 percent in 
November to a $1503 billion rate. It 
was the third strong pafuimaticr that 
included increases of 7.6 perce n t in 
school construction and 4.6 iwrcrnt in 
spending on streets and bigbvmj'S.

Raising stamp prices isn't as 
simple as printing new stamps. It 
is a long, complex process that 
can iakc nearly a year. And since 
that process isn't yet under tvay, 
Runyon is safe in promising no 
increase in 1997. 

The current 32-cent First 
Class rate took effect on Jan. 1, 
1995. Since then the post office 
has recorded record profits of
